information and output means (105,106) for supplying the replica of the at least firs and 
second information signals(105,106); the data expansion means has a control input for 
receiving a control signal(42, 1 02,45, 120).(see fig. 1b col. 9, lines 36-46, col. 11, lines 
23-26 and col. 1 1 lines 35-65).
